All the questions in these units pertain directly to the 
generalizations and aims set up for the grade* Each teacher and 
class will handle these questions and the suggested procedure in 
any manner that is appropriate to the particular group. The 
individual teacher will be the best judge of the needs of the class. 

We only ask that the questions posed by us and by the children will 
be answered frankly and as fully as children of this age can comprehend,, 

All instruction on skills should become an integral part of the 
social studies program. This is particularly important concerning 
the use of the globe. The globe will be thc^ center of interest in 
the room and constantly referred to. It will be readily available 
at all times for the children to examine and handle so that they will 
ask questions and be aole to answer those asked by the teacher, in 
this way we will uvoid separate and formal "globe study." 

*Filras trips , pictures, and a large variety of single copies of 
books will be a basis for discussion. Whenever feasible small 
groups of children might work together. 

There will be many opportunities to correlate the questions in 
these units with science, art, music, health, poetry, stories, and 
reading readiness. In addition to the materials listed, the teacher 
will include stories from the library and appropriate songs from the 
available music books. 

The time spent on each unit or question depends upon the teacher 
and her particular class group.
